Berger Hospital Receives First Pledge

Berger Hospital Administrator John 
E. Reid announced today that the first 
pledge from local industry has been 
received for the building project. The 
local PPG plant manager, J. 
M. 
Butler, notified the Board of Gover­ 
nors of Berger Hospital that the cor­ 
poration was pledging a total of $7,500 
over a two year period. 
The hospital will receive $4,000 
during 1974 and $3,5(H) the following 
year. Other local industries in the 
Berger serving area are asked to 
follow the example set by PPG. 
Reid 
explained 
an 
estimated 
$1,750,000 building project referred to 
as Phase I will soon be under way to 
add 
and 
improve 
laboratory, 
radiology, emergency, surgery and 
pharmacy facilities and a central 
supply to the present structure. Bid 
proposals for the project will be sent 


out by the first of the year and the 
building is expected to begin in early 
spring. 
The architect has completed plans 
for the $1.75 million project. The final 
blueprints will be ready for presen­ 
tation to the Board of Governors by 
late December. 
Money is available for the Phase 1 of 
the building renovation of the hospital 
according to Reid. This money has 
accumulated over the years since the 
hospital was built in 1929 and has been 
collected from revenue sharing bonds. 
The new construction will be built at 
the end of an 80-foot corridor behind 
the north medical wing. Since the 
fastest growing areas of hospital care 
are emergency, X-ray and laboratory, 
these three structures will be built 
against outside walls for possible 
expansion in the future. 
C ircleville is the third fastest 
growing community in the state of 


Ohio, According to hospital statistics 
quoted by Reid, the local hospital is 
seeing more than 10,000 patients per 
vear in the same amount of space as 
2,000 patients have occupied in 
previous years. 
Statistics also show an increase of 15 
per cent in patients this year over last 
year’s occupancy. The hospital ran full 
throughout 
the summer 
which 
is 
normally a slack season. 
This past week, 49 medical-surgical 
patients were hospitalized in facilities 
designed to accommodate only 43, Six 
of the patients were placed in the 
hallways and Reid said the situation 
was not relieved until Thanksgiving 
morning. Such practices are against 
the safety and fire regulations. 
A survey was recently conducted by 
Ernst and Ernst Inc., the third largest 
accounting firm in the United States. 
The survey showed that by 1975 the 
hospital would 1m- running at 120 per 


cent capacity if additional space was 
not provided. 
Such occupancy is, of course, im­ 
possible and if the situation is not 
changed, Reid said patients will be 
turned away in the near future. 
Certain safety deficiencies will have 
to In* corrected before standards are 
met with the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals. The Joint 
Commission is a national organization 
that sets the standards for care of 
patients and surveys all hospitals in 
the United States before giving such 
accreditations. 
Berger Hospital received full ac­ 
creditation two years ago for the first 
time in history. Results have not been 
received from the last review of the 
commission. Reid stated that it is 
possible the hospital will be placed on a 
one-year probation to correct 
the 
deficiencies found by the examining 
team. A complete list of faults and 


deficiencies will be presented to the 
Board of Governors of the hospital. 


Reid said the same situation which 
was found to be a deficiency in the last 
survey still exists. This situation is 
again the space problem 
Far too 
many patients are treated in far too 
little space. The emergency room was 
also cited as a problem area. The area 
is still the same in the emergency 
room as it was at the time of the ac­ 
creditation two years ago. 


When the new addition is made to the 
hospital, it will be made to the most 
recent safety and fire regulations and 
standards 
These standards have 
changed somewhat since the survey of 
the Joint Commission of Accreditation 
of Hospitals was made two years ago. 


In looking at the local hospital 
facility in comparison to the other 
hospitals in the state, Berger offers its 
care for less money stated the hospital 


administrator. The average cost of a 
hospital room in Ohio is $49 while 
Berger's most expensive room is only 
$39. 


The proposed addition of Phase I will 
take approximately a year and a half 
to construct. After Phase I is com­ 
pleted, a Phase 11 addition is projected 
when funds are available. Rough plans 
show Phase II beginning some two 
years after the completion of Phase I. 


Phase II would add approximately 
HM> beds to the hospital and is expected 
to cost nearly $2 million. Again stress 
is placed on the need for industry to do 
its part 
The need is clearly evident for a fully 
specialized and equipped hospital for 
the people of Circleville and Pickaway 
County.

Schultz Urges 
O il Independence 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - Secretary of 
the Treasury George P. Shultz says the 
United States will be better off if it 
plans its energy policy on the assump­ 
tion it will never again receive oil from 
the Arab countries. 
Although Arab oil would help in 
meeting 
both present 
and 
future 
energy needs, the United States can 
and should learn to get along w ithout 
it, Shultz said. 
“ We have to have a program geared 
in the long run so others won’t have us 
by the throat,” he told reporters 
Monday. “ If we don’t take a lesson 
from this ... we’re just crazy.” 
Shultz said the United States can 
avoid major economic damage if it 
diverts the energy shortage toward 
nonessential uses. 
He indicated there probably would 
be some increased unemployment as a 
result of the energy shortages, but said 
private forecasts of an 8 per cent 
unemployment rate were too high. 
He also indicated he felt the stock 
market, which declined 29 
points 
Monday, was overreacting, saying it 
“ seems to have gone wild on the 
subject.” 
Shultz said he didn’t have any 


specific new proposals to recommend 
for easing the energy shortage, saying 
he was “ not sounding off until I have a 
better view.” 


He has said in the past that allowing 
prices to rise would be one good way of 
reducing consumption, but he noted 
that Cost of Living Council Director 
John T. Dunlop is strongly opposed to 
this approach. 


He said the administration 
has 
stepped up study of a proposed excess 
profits tax that would absorb windfall 
profits, that industries, such as the 
petroleum industry, might reap from 
the energy crisis. He said 
other 
proposals were under study as well. 
Shultz returned Monday from what 
he called a productive meeting in 
Tours, France, of finance officials 
from West Germany, Great Britain, 
Japan, France and the United States to 
descuss world monetary reform. 
He said the world energy crisis also 
was discussed but that there was no 
talk of a worldwide recession 
He said the United States made clear 
its opinion that the U.S. dollar was now 
properly valued in relation to other 
currencies.

NEW YORK (A P) — Surrounded by 
what brokers describe as pervasive 
fears about the nation’s energy 
outlook, the stock market continues to 
record some of its sharpest declines in 
recent history. 
On Monday the Dow Jones average 
of 30 industrials fell 29.05 points to 
824.95, its lowest level in two years. 
The singleday drop was the fifth 
sharpest on record, and followed other 
major drops of 24.24 points on Nov. 9 
and 28.67 points on Nov. 19. 
Midway through Monday’s session, 
the Dow average was down more than 
33 points. Had that held to the close, it 
would have exceeded all declines other 
than the Great Crash of 1929 and the 
day in 1962 when President John F. 
Kennedy and the steel industry had a 
confrontation over price increases. 
However, brokers on the floor of the 
New York Stock Exchange said 
trading was orderly and calm. They

A business executive friend who has

but you never laugh over or 
repeat anything 
Dick says?"

suspects it’s a conspiracy to keep the 
President out of U.S. folklore. 
Well (I said), maybe it’s because the 
President just wasn’t built to sprinkle 
the pages of politics with sparklers. Or 
maybe he has chronically hired dull 
writers. Or, most probably, he’s too 
serious about his job to go around 
making light of it or trying to equate it 
with pithiness. Pithiness, yes. Why 
else would he have said to the highly 
respectful AP Managing Fditors 
Association meeting: 
“ People have the right to know 
whether or not their President is a 
crook. Well, I’m not a crook , . .’’ 
A fast scrutiny of the public remarks 
of Presidents of the past shows not a 
single case of one’s denying that he 
was a crook. Not even Nixon’s severest 
critic in the media has ever suggested 
he was a crook. None of the members 
of Congress who have called for his 
resignation or impeachment 
have 
listed crookedness, m its basic 
meaning, 
as a 
reason for 
their 
demands. 
Rut the President offered 
what 
sounded like a defense before any 
charge could or would have dared been 
made. President Harding chose a 
crook as his Secretary of Interior, 
Albert Fall. (Or, to be more precise, 
Fall was chosen for him.) Rut there is 
no record that Harding ever thought of 
himself as one. Matter of fact, he said 
something to the effect of “ I can take 
care of my enemies. Save me from my 
friends, my dam’, dam’ friends. It’s 
my friends who keep me walking the 
floor at night.” 
Historians have been prone to 
believe Harding. Observers of today’s 
Presidential happenings have been 
less willing to believe Nixon’s stout 
defenses of official and unofficial 
friends who are as a matter of 
evidential fact dreary albatrosses 
around his neck. Someone close to him 
should have warned him 
assuming 
he just didn’t blurt the line 
that to 
deny that he was a crook would make 
him sound rather shockingly like Spiro 
Agnew. 
Then there was the question of the

The trouble for the market, it ap­ 
pears, is that some of these well-heeled 
investor intellects are throwing in 
more words than money, and this isn’t 
the kind of a market that can be 
cajoled. It must be shown. 
Nevertheless, for what it’s worth — 
and right now that seems to be very 
little - a good many analysts and 
some investors are talking confidently. 
The Consensus of

directors. It’s latest signal is for an 
upturn within two to five weeks. 
Just as bullish is Wright Bankers’ 
Service, which guides the fortunes of 
many important bank trusts. John 
Wright, its analyst, is a bit chagrined 
by the current “ extremism,” but 
sticks to his forecast of an advance. 
“ We believe that the current stock 
market represents an unprecedented 
extreme of unreasoned pessimism and 
subjective evaluation,”

Some of the other forecasters are 
more selective in their bullishness, 
urging investors to seek special

He is now 17 
and wants to take a course in scuba 
diving. We are dead set against it and 
obviously are making him unhappy. 
It would be very helpful if you would 
substantiate our feelings.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. B.: 
I would be doing your son a great in­ 
justice if I corroborated your attitude 
without a complete evaluation of his 
present middle ear condition. 


Many scuba divers have had a 
history of ear infections in their early 
years. 
lf there is no perforation of the 
eardrum, no chronic discharge from 
the ear and no other evidence of 


persistent infection, there is no reason 
to deprive your son of the enjoyment of 
this exciting sport. 
All scuba diving schools insist on a 
complete examination of the hearing 
mechanism, the condition 
of the 


sinuses and the heart and lungs before 
accepting a student. 
Such a thorough study can be made 
by your doctor. If it is negative, then 
by all means let your son pursue his 
desire to learn scuba diving.

NEW YORK (AP) — Do you have 
the sinking feeling that everyone but 
you is bailing out of the stock market? 
Well, you’re wrong. Your companions 
include some of the most esteemed, the 
most elite of Wall Street. 
They are convinced that while an 
Oriental rug has been yanked from 
beneath the American economy it will 
soon land on its feet, still stepping for­ 
ward. 
The trouble for the market, it ap­ 
pears, is that some of these well-heeled 
investor intellects are throwing in 
more words than money, and this isn’t 
the kind of a market that can be 
cajoled. It must be shown. 
Nevertheless, for what ifs worth — 
and right now that seems to be very 
little - a good many analysts and 
some investors are talking confidently. 
The Consensus of 
Insiders has 
turned bullish. This is a forecasting 
system based on the market activities 
of insiders, such as officers and 
directors. It’s latest signal is for an 
upturn within two to five weeks. 
Just as bullish is Wright Rankers’ 
Service, which guides the fortunes of 
many important bank trusts. John 
Wright, its analyst, is a bit chagrined 
by the current “ extremism," but 
sticks to his forecast of an advance. 
"We believe that the current stock 
market represents an unprecedented 
extreme of unreasoned pessimism and 
subjective evaluation,’’ declares 
Wright. It will be "followed promptly 
by a sharp and sustained advance.” 
Some of the other forecasters are 
more selective in their bullishness, 
urging investors to seek special 
situations, stocks that might benefit 
from the oil cutback, overlooked 
stocks and the like. 
Standard & Poor’s publication, “ The 
Outlook," foresees four groups of 
stocks as “ particularly well situated." 
The groups: nuclear energy, offshore 
drilling, rail transportation and 
property-liability insurance. 
The possibilities for nuclear energy 
and offshore drillers is obvious, by why 
insurers and railroads? 
"Property-liability insurers could 
well be paying out less in claims as 
auto speed limits are lowered,” says 
S&P, adding that if industrial activity 
is cut there might be a concurrent de­ 
cline in claims for payment. 
As for the railroads, "They could 


logically become the transportation 
medium of choice over long distances 
because they can perform better than 
truckers on the basis of fuel economy 
per ton ...” 
Sindlinger & Co., a consumer polling 
and market research firm, foresees a 
sharp improvement sometime in the 
next few months. It based its outlook 
on the attitude and financial condition 
of investors, as expressed in in­ 
terviews. 
In addition, it notes that certain 
roads will benefit from increased 
tonnage of coal shipments to replace 
oil and gas, and that some will benefit 
from having significant interests in oil 
and gas production.

Trash Helps Provide Electricity 


ST. ID U IS (AP) — The use of trash 
as a fuel to run electric generators 
may help get rid of the solid wastes of 
the nation’s cities but will never make 
much of a dent in the energy crisis, 
says the head of a trash-fuel project 
here. 


“ If we burned all of the trash 
produced by the two to three million 
residents of the seven-county area 
surrounding St. Ixmis, it would still 
provide only 5 to IO per cent of the total 
fuel needed to power Union Electric’s 
power plants," said David Klumb, an 
engineer for the utility. “ We would still 
need a lot of coal.”

Battle Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
crime commission today appealed for 
a citizen crusade against government 
corruption and the street crime it 
promotes. 
“ The system of criminal justice will 
break down unless citizens come 
forward as complainants, as wit­ 
nesses, and as jury members to par­ 
ticipate actively in the prosecution of 
official corruption,’’ said the National 
Advisory Commission on Criminal 
Justice Standards and Goals. 
The tools of reform “ can be effective 
only if the public is determined to rid 
the nation of governmental corrup­ 
tion,” the commission said in the sixth 
and final report prepared during a two- 
year study financed with a $1.75 
million grant from the federal I .aw 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
A s s i s t a n c e 
Administration. 
The 364-page report was based on the 
work of a task force headed by Jack 
Michie, director of the Michigan Divi­ 
sion of Vocational Education. 
Enlisting citizen participation in a 
broad range of anticrime efforts, the 
commission encouraged such projects 
as prison counseling, youth recreation. 
and drug treatment centers. 
It also said teachers must abandon 
arbitrary discipline and practice 
justice in the classroom if children are 
to learn respect for democratic 
procedures. 
But much of the report concerned 
the corruption tainting many state and 
local governments. 
Acknowledging the absence of ac­ 
curate measurements of the per­ 
vasiveness of corruption, the com­ 
mission said even the cases already 
disclosed are alarmingly numerous. 
Further, the report said, “ Official 
corruption breeds disrespect for the 
law ... As long as official corruption 
exists, the war against crime will be 
perceived by many as a war of the 
powerful against the powerless.’

So far, the project has 
had mixed results. 
“ I have to say I’m cautiously op­ 
timistic that we can make our system 
work. We’ve had some problems in the 
past year, but I feel the basic system is 
sound and we can go ahead and think 
about expansion to handle the trash for 
the whole area,” said Klumb. 
The engineer is quick to point out, 
however, that the trash-fuel project 
does more than provide a small per­ 
centage of the utility’s fuel and reduce 
solid waste problems. 
“ What we are really talking about is 
a recovery process. Right now the city 
is removing the ferrous materials, the 
iron and steel, from the trash with 
magnets and selling the material to 
Granite City Steel, where it is being 
recycled. 
“ And now we are working on ways of 
removing copper, aluminum and other 
valuable metals from the trash before 
it is fed to the furnace,” he said. 
One of the early problems en­ 
countered by the project resulted from 
glass in the trash. Engineers at the 
plant soon learned the glass was 
wearing out carbon steel pipes from 
the inside as trash was blown through 
pneumatic tubes from a storage silo to 
the furnace. At each bend, the glass 
chipped away at the pipes until it wore 
holes through them. 
The plant also found it is creating its 
own solid-waste disposal problem by 
burning the trash. Chunks of wood, 
metal and heavy plastic in the trash 
have a tendency to fall through the 
furnace without burning. This residue 
is sluiced from the ash pit and pumped 
to settling ponds, where it is piling up. 
Ash from pulverized coal, the main 
fuel at the plant, also piles up, but it is 
sold by the ton to manufacturers of 
cement blocks and to street and high­ 
way departments that use it on snow- 
covered roads. 
The problems of the glass and 
residue may be eliminated soon by a 
new piece of equipment added to the 
city’s trashshredding facility. 
“ They are working to perfect their 
‘classifier.’ an apparatus that will 
effectively 
separate 
the 
heavy 
materials from the predominantly 
paper trash,” Klumb said. “ That will 
help a lot.” 
The engineer said the environmental 
effects of burning the trash with low- 
sulfur coal have yet to he tested in the 
air and water around the plant. 
“ We are starting our own tests soon, 
and the Environmental 
Protection 
Agency will also run some tests," he

said. “ But I believe the emissions from 
our stacks will be clean.’’ 
The funds for the $3-million project, 
called the only one of its kind in the 
country, are being provided by the 
federal government, the utility and the 
city, with the EPA picking up about 
two-thirds of the tab.

'The heart is 
like two sets of pumps, it takes in 
carbon monoxide and is purified and 
then goes out of the second pump and is 
bright red in color. 
The blood is then carried through 
arteries, veins and capillaries that if 
stretched in a straight line would go 
around the world three times. The 
heart is the strongest muscle in the 
body. 
To keep his heart in good condition 
Joe 
should 
exercise 
regularly.

Now there is no smoking, Joe wat­ 
ches his diet better, traffic does not 
bother him. He has learned to take it 
easier at the office. He exercises more 
and makes regular visits to his doctor. 
He feels better than he has in years 
and he can look forward to a longer, 
healthier and rewarding life.

This scenario m ay be a bit im­ 
probable but not impossible under ll. 
R. 186 that becam e law last Aug. 22. 
The m easu re orders Ohio schools to 
send a form authorizing emergency 
medical help to each parent and allow s 
parents to sign the forms. 
What it doesn’t do is spell out what 
happens if the parents don’t sign and 
return the forms. 
Some educators claim the new law is 
creating havoc for Ohio high schools.

The governor said the efforts of 
farmers and the 59,000-member Farm 
Bureau have helped to begin to make 
state government “ respond again to 
the real needs and desires of the 
people.” 
State Rep. George Tablack, D-52 
Campbell, told delegates Monday the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
will begin hearings this week on 
legislation resulting from passage of 
Issue I. 
He said a great deal of testimony will 
have to be heard before the measure 
can be passed. 
State Sen. Michael Maloney, R-7 
Cincinnati, said lawmakers will have 


to proceed with caution in order to 
guarantee that the final legislation is 
fair to the entire community. He said 
defining “ farmland” could be a major 
problem.
